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IMPORTANT NEWS FROM WASE- 
INGTON. 
From the Sac. Union, we gather the 
following statementiin regard to the Im- 
peachment of President Johnson: 


On the 21st the President sent in an ex- 
ecutive message to the Senate stating that 
on the 12th day of Jast August, under 
the authority vested, in him by the Con- 
stitution, he suspended E. M. Stanton 
as Secretary of War, and now, by the 
same authority, he had removed Stanton, 
and appointed in his place, ad interim, 
Adjutant General Lorenzo Thomas. 

Upon receipt of the message the Sen- 
até went into secret session and appvint- 
edu committee to wait on Stanton, and 
request him not to give up his office. In 
the House, Cevode offered a resolution 
for the impeacement of the President. 

Gen. L. Thomas. made ‘aplication to 
Stanton for the office, was refused and 
ordered by the Secretary tu the duties 
of his position as Adjutant Genera’, 
which order he declined. He was also 
arrested and held to answer fur. an un- 
lawful attempt to get possession uf the 
War Department. Stanton still holds 
and adminsters the office, He caused 
Thomas to be arrested fur an attempt to 
obtain pussession of the War Office. 
Thomas was discharged on his own re- 
cognizance. 

Both the President and Stanton re- 
ceive dispatches from all parts of the 
country, asking them to stand firm. 

The Grand Army of the Republic, (a 
secret political arganization), send word 
that they are ready to send 100,000 
men to Washington at short notice, in 
case the President ejects Stanton from 
the War Department by force 

The impeachment, resolution was adup 
ted in the Huuse by vote of, 126 tu 47. 

The announcement of the result elicit- 
ed no manifestation, but the immense 
audience which filled the galleries and 
corridors all day gradually dispersed till 
it was reduced to less than one-fourth of 
the original. 

The delay by the louse Committee in 
reporting articles of impeachment is said 
to be owing to the fact that an impress- 
ion exists that the President can’t be 
convicted by the Senate on the promi- 
nent charge of violating the Tenure of 
Office Act; hence the Committee to-day 
are engaged in framing articles, with a 
view to secure the united party vote, if 
possible, and avoid all doubts. 

Gen. Thomas has sued Stanton for 
false imprisonment, laying his damages 
at $150,000. 

The Herald’s special says it is not be- 
lieved that a two-thirds vote against the 
President can be obtained in the Senate. 

The House Committee on Impeach- 
ment will not report articles until to- 
morrow. It is now stated that there 
will be ten articles in all. 

Marshal Gooding has formally handed 
Stanton a writ notifying him that a suit 
has been entered against him. 

The articles of Impeachment are re- 
ported to be as follows: 


Article 1. That Andrew Johnson, 


President of the United States, is guilty | 


of high crimes and misdemeanors, in 
that he removed from office, as Secretary 
of the Department of War, E. M, Stan- 
ton, while the Senste was in session, 
and without its consent. 

Art. 2. That said Andrew Johnson,
